Basically the Long 
boat, or AuSable Riverboat, is a 
long, sieek watercraft, usually 
20° to 25’ long, having a 2' to 3’ 
beam, with a seat atop a 
live-bax close to the bow and a 
Quide’s seat in the stern. ‘It is 
propelled and guided with a 
pole from the stern position. 

There are a good number of 
seaworthy longboats in the 
Grayting area, many construct- 
ed early in this century and 
many more built more recently 


by local craftsmen,

A National Guardsman walk- 
ing into Camp Grayling for his 
summer training can find any- 
thing he needs there from a bed, 
to a 54-ton M-60 tank or a cup of 


coffee brewed from 19,000 
pounds stored in the ware- 
house. 


Every year hundreds of Na- 
tional Guardsmen from many 
different areas pour into Gay- 
ling in a steady stream for 


“Summer Camp". and their 
annual intensive training. That 
training would come to nothing 
without the vital support mis- 
sions cattied on by dozens of 
local Camp Grayling personnel. 

A soldier arriving here brings 
his uniform, and it is the job of 
the support groups here to 
supply anything else he may 
need for training. 

It is essentially a. huge 
logistical challenge to prpvide 
the services needed for the 


groups as they arrive for train- 
ing. Everything has to be issued 
and then taken back after 
training, repaired and readied 
for the next group, coming in for 
training. 

Although there is a lot of 
attention to detail the size of the 
job done and the amount of 
material handled staggers the 
average mind. Imagine having 
26.000 neople stop in to visit 
you. That gives you an idea of 
the scale of the operation

needed to cope with the troops. 

For instance the food require- 
ments for the summer involve 
almost a year of planning and 
preparation. This is done under 
the skillful supervision of SFC 
Donald Denton who maintains 
and requisitions al! tne food for 
all the camps. 

His grocery list is much tike 
any household list as far as 
ingredients go, but. the quanti- 
ties are gargantuan. His budget 
is about $2 million and that 
buys a lot of food, piles of it in 
fact. 

Denton walks through his 
huge warehouse and points af 
stacks of boxes and crates piled 
iZinyh. They contain dozens of 
cases of canned goods, bulk 
toods, salt, pepper, catsup and 
anything else one could ima- 
gine. 

The warehouse contains over 
100,000 Ibs. of canned goods 
and as Denton says, “We have 
everything here from grits to ice 
cream.” There are also 2% 
million pounds of ice, 950,000 
Ve pints of milk, piles of 50 
SACKS OT Carrots, DUU,UUU IDS. Of 
potatoes and 112,800 eggs. 
There are 19,000 Ibs. of coffee 
alone, or as Denton jokingly 
calls it, “gold”. 

The warehouse also includes 
a chill room which is kept at a 
pleasant 40-45 degrees. Part of 
that is the freezer room, and 
while anyone outside is swelt- 
ering in the 90-degree weather, 
the men here are busy trying to 
keep warm in the i0-beiow zero 
work area. 

“it may be hot outside, but in 
here my have to wear 
gloves and parkas with liners,” 
said Denton. These men were 
piling up 30 pound chunks of 
bacon and Denton said, “Every- 
thing we handle is huge”. 

The food is Issued from the 
warehouse to the individual 
units in bulk and from there it is 
broken down in smaller am- 
ounts for troap use. 

Ordering of the food begins in 
March, said Denton, who also 
added that there are also daily 
drops of bread. :nitk and ice. 

Troops need more than food 
however, and a large logistics 
Operation uncer the direction of 
Lt. Col. William Duane Sloan, 
director of industrial opera- 
tions. ensures that there are 
bunks for every man and all the 
things that go along with that.” 

A large number of men work 
under him to carry out the many 
diverse functions that entails. 

Deri Beais, SFC, is the con- 
tonment area officer and under 
nis supervision are the barracks 
that house the troops. There is 
presently housing for 5,800 men 
at the camp and there wili be 
space for an additional 1240 
when 21 new barracks presently 
under construction are finished. 
He explained that his job moves 
incircies in that as soon as one 
group has been supplied with 
the barracks, showers. beds, 
and tents needed, the planning 
begins for the next group that is 
coming into Cainp. Barracks are 
signed out to the units who 
must maintain chem during the 
camp, and then when finished 
with them, must return them in 
as good or hopefully better

The plaque, which honors the 32d Red Arrow Division, will be 
placed as a permanent marker at the entrance of the training site 
near Grayling. Clark is a retired National Guard Lieutenant Colonel 
and former commander of the 119 Field Artillery. The plaque, which 
has been certified by the Michigan Historical Commission, was 
originated by the 119th Field Artillery Association of Lansing. The 
32d Red Arrow Division was composed of men from the Michigan 
National Guard and the Wisconsin National Guard. A complete 
history of the unit is inscribed on the plaque: 

“After entry into World War | in 1917, President Woodrow 


Wilson ordered ali of Michigan's National Guard to Camp Grayling.» 
Eight thousand of these troops then went to Texas where they; 
joined Wisconsin soldiers to form the 32d Division.” “Arriving in: 


France in 1918, the division earned the name ‘Red Arrow’ for its 
swift assaults through German lines. During World War If the 32d 
Red Arrow Division fought courageously in the Pacific Theater and 
received commendation from General Douglas MacArthur.”

condition. This is determined 
by an inspection done by Beal's 
men and any damages found are 
assessed to the group using the 
buildings. 

“It's quite a circys at the end 
of the camp and at the 
beginning,” he sald. 

CW-2 Ed Sorenson, ware- 
house officer, makes sure that 
after every man has a place to 
sleep he also has bedding, 
pillowcases, blankets, sheets 
and dozens of other items. His 
laundry requirements are monu- 
mental and run inio the thou- 
sands of dollars awarded to 
focal contractors to take care of 
the mountains of dirty linen. 

He also oversees the setup of 
ihe “tent city" that supplements 
‘the barracks for sleeping quar- 
ters and also issues tents for 
use in the field. This includes 
over 1400 large tents, as well as 
800 small ones. Under his de- 
partment comes the resnnonsi- 
bility of handling and disburs- 
ing 800,000 gallons of regular, 
diesel and aviation gas along 
with dozens of different types of 
packaged greases, lubricants 
and other petroleum products. 

Staff Sergeant Milford Mog- 
go. is the petroleum specialist 
at Camp Grayling in charge of 
all of these functions. 

John “Red” Wilcox is the 
Suilding and trades supcrvisar 
at the camp and he has one 
other very important duty as 
well. When the fire alarm goes 
off he and the rest of the 
volunteer fire fighters head for 
the equipment needed for the 
many fire supression jobs a- 
round the camp. 

To do this there are five fire 
trucks, 2 5,000 gailon tank truck 
and a crash rescue truck which 
has the complete equipment 
needed to get into a burning 
chopper and rescue the crew. 

During regular hours Wilcox 
and his crew of painters ear- 
penters and electricians snend 
their time attending to the many 
repair jobS necessary in the 
upkeep of all of the buildings on 
the military base. There are also 
four men assigned to fire duty. 

The fire crew handles ail 
range fires and works in close 
cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Natura! Resources on 
all forest fires in the camp area. 

A large amount of work is 
also done by many Grayling 
peopie at the Mobilisation and 
Training Equip. Site (MATES). 
near the airport. At this site over 
70 persons work hard afl 
summer to keep large eauip- 
ment in repair for use by tre -ps 
all summer. The MATES area is 
surrounded by tanks, tanks and 
more tanks as well as hundreds 
of other pieces of heavy equip- 
ment. These tanks go out with 
different units. for training and 
then return to be prepared for 
the next incoming group. ~ 

The ictal tist inchudes, 32, 
M-60 tanks, and 42, M-48-A5 
tanks along with hundreds of 
armoured personnel carriers, 
bulldozers, jeeps, trucks of 
every description, graders, and 
many specialized machines as 
well, 

Every group which comes 
here for training usually has 
maintenance personnel which 
fakes care of the equipment 
issued to their units. The men 
repair the equipment as part of 
their training unless the prob- 
lems are major and then the

men at MATES have to step in 
to assist. 

During the winter the men use 
a6-bay shop to repair tanks and 
other track vehicles and also 
utilize a 3-bay shop for wheeled 
vehicles. A battery room holds 
the thousands of batteries 
needed by the mass of equip- 
ment. A completely equipped 
machine shop can turn out any- 
thing needed if time and re- 
sources allow. 

From the buildings at the site 
flows a steady stream of ranair 
parts as well that are needed to 
keep all the units running in the 
field. These include over 6,000 
different types of engine parts, 
carburetor repair kits and other 
parts and accessories. 

Working under Lt. Col. David 
“Skip Hanson the men at 
MATES also supply an addition- 
al 1,000 line items for the 
equipment including machine 
guns fire cnniral systeme and 
telescopes. A separate ware- 
house contains ail the first-aid 
kits, shovels, axes. jacks, fire 
extinguishers and miscellane- 
ous equipment carried in the 
vehicles. 

There are as well dozens of 
different operations at Camp 
Grayling too numerous to men- 
tion. The annual operating bud- 
get of the camp its well over $2 
fWiilun aud Wo is the second 
iargest employer in Crawford 


The camp is run by over 125 
annual employees which are 
joined by 48 additional seasonal 
workers during the hectic sum- 
mer season. 

The overall economic impact 
of this is doubled by the con- 
Struction programs underway 
and planned for years to come. 
An estimated $6 miltion is to be 
spent on new construction at 
the camp during the next three 


years. 
On ton of that fe the tincoon 
and uncounted miiiions of fdol- 


lars spent hy visiting quards- 
men in jacal area businesses. It 
has been estimated that each of 
the 27.000 visiting guardsmen 
spends an averagé of at least 
$100 while in this area which 
means about $2.5 million pour- 
ed into the economy of the area. 

Even after the summer sea- 
son is over however. the work at 
the camp Is far from done since 
in every depariment it begins all 
over again. Equipment must be 
cleaned and stored. A hundred 
small repairs occupy the time of 
many men. Lists must be gone 
over and new equipment order- 
ed. At MATES. the vehicles that 
have been through a long hard 
summer have to be repaired, 
stared and prépared for the start 


of the next susy summer. -
